I. Rejection Under 35 USC 6103 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1, 3-7, 12 and 13 under 35 USC §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Derwent Abstract of Japan 62-220186. While Applicants respectfully 
disagree with the rejection, claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of 
claim 2 which the Examiner has indicated is in condition for allowance. This 
amendment has been made in order to further business objectives and to expedite the 
prosecution of the present patent application.
